Additional Information

On this foil we found numerous dark circular patches that looked like dried droplets of some kind of liquid. These ranged in
size from about 1 to 500 xm and their density is quite variable over the area of the foil; EDX analyses of these areas (at 10 kV) did not
show the presence of any noticeable elements (other than Al). We suspect that they probably represent some type of pre- or post-
mission contamination. We did not observe these circles on any of the other foils we received.
